The great Bugbear Reaſon for it, I find, is this; Say they, 
If the Pen>l-Laws and Teſts be Abaliſbed, there cannot be the 
Like Expedient for Secarity ta the Proteſtant Religion found out * 
and invented, eſpecially as that of the Teſts, which are of yao 
'Paxnds value, and «bout Tin or Fifteen Tears ſtanding ;, For 
if 27 5 Laws and Teſts ſhould be Aboliſbed, what Security can 
there be given to the Proteſtant Religion, to keep that from falling: 
How can any Law be made that ſhall prevent the Diſſolution of that

told you I was not for Dictating to my Superiors; But fince 
People axe fo eager in calling for Inſtances, I hope I may, with- 
out Offence, e two or three innocent Fropolal s, by way of 
Suppoſition, which in my poor conceit, when elaborated and 
digeſted into apt Form, and duely fenc'd with neceſſary Pro- 
viſo's, might effectually ſecure all our Fears, or at leaſt be a far 
better Guard for our Liberties, Religious, and Civil, than 
theſe Teſts.
